WHOLESALE INCINERATION 


Not Only Dead, but 
Injured 
and 
Merely Imprisoned People Burned 
—Dead Placed at 2.275 


Tokio, M arch 9— <U.R)— Wholesale 
incineration of dead, injured 
and 
merely imprisoned residents of 
the 
Jap an Sea coastal town of M ineya­ 
ma occurred a few minutes 
after 
an earthquake levelled that town, an 
eye witness of the horror told 
the 
United Press today. 


Eye witness reports of the devas­ 
tated area of the province of Kay- 
oto revealed that the overwhelming 
terror of the earthquake scene has 
not been conveyed in its gruesome 
entirety by reports so fa r received 
and cabled throughout the world, 
j 


The immediate area of Mineyama | 
was wrecked by the 
quake. 
The j 
story is partly told in the 
official 
figures compiled by the Kyoto pre­ 


fect :

F ire followed immediately 
after 
the rending movement of the earth. 
Flim sy houses collapsed, 
burying 
hundreds of occupants. M any of the 
dead, injured and imprisoned 
per­ 
sons could not be released and they 
died amid the flames 
which con­ 
sumed their homes. 


Mineyama 1ms somewhat inland at 
the base of a broad projection 
into 
the Jap an sea. It was there that 
quake seems to have wreaked 
greatest destruction. 


The area today was a place 
misery, suffering and sorrow. 
Japanese who 
arrived 
from 
quake-blasted, spot today said 
highway between Miyazu north 
Mineyama was lined with squatting 
refugees, scarcely any 
oi 
whom 
failed to bear som e wound. Miyazu 
was the least affected town in 
the 
area; Mineyama the worst. 


Flames rose from crumpled h o u s ­ 
es in Mineyama with the dust 
oc­ 
casioned hv the collapse of 
dwell­ 
ings. The town, the United 
Press 


w a s informed, seemed to have been 
razed as though by magic. Scores of 


fires were burning almost immediate­ 
ly. Friends, 
relatives, 
food 
and 
clothing were consumed by the con­ 
flagration. 


La st night a cold, 
heavy 
rain 
soaked the m ajority of the 
70,0fiO 
refugees whose shelter was the sky. 
They had 110 hot nor even 
cooked 
food. They ate raw rice. 
♦Among the miserable 
thousands 
circulated Buddhist priests, reciting 
the prayers for the dead and 
com­ 
forting the survivors 
with 
such 
means as were at hand. 
Evervw here today bodies lay 
un- 
buried. There were no tools 
with 
which to dig graves. 
Among 
the 
ruins of villages and at Mineyama, 
survivors sifted witli their hands the 
ashes of their homes to recover the 
incinerated bones of their dead. 
Volunteers from M iyazu 
today 
searched the uppermost valleys 
to 
assist those communities lying far 
from the beaten tracks. Coast a rtil­ 
lerymen from tlie Maizuru garrison 
were carrying tents, bedding 
and 
food to the refugees.

power naval limitation pact was en­ 
thusiastically received here today by 
big navy advocates 
and 
pacifists 
both. 
Professional peace 
organizations 
welcomed the new conference 
pro­ 
posal as a step toward 
eventual 
disarmament. 
Xaval officers said such a 
treaty 
would create a paper parity between 
the United States and .Great Britain 
in auxiliary ships not touched 
by 
the Washington treaty, and that the 
United States would be forced 
to 
build 21 ten thousand ton cruisers 
to equal Britain ’s present authorized 
st rength. 
But close diplomatic 
observers 
were unwilling to jump"to the 
con­ 
clusion that the present 
informal 
favorable responses of the 
British 
and Japanese 
ambassadors 
here 
mean that a three-power pact is as­ 
sured. 
There are many and serious 
ob­ 
stacles to be overcome 
before 
a 
treaty is signed, they pointed out. 
The new Coolidge plan, exclusively 
reported by the United Press 011 Feb. 
12, is now urged upon Great Britain 
and Jap an as a result 
of French 
and Italian rejection of the original 
Coolidge five-power pact proposal. 
Following Great 
B rita in ’s 
and 
Jap an ’s acceptance of the five-power 
proposal, they are now 
understood 
to be willing to continue informal ne­ 
gotiations which m ay lead 
to 
a 
three-power 
conference, 
possibly 
next summer. 
The conference will 
not be called, however, unless 
its 
stlceess seems assured, as a result 
of tin1 advance negotiations. Present 
discussions reveal certain obstacles. 
Great B ritain is apparently willing 
to accept parity 
with 
the 
United 
States is auxiliary craft, but insists 
this be attained by increasing 
the 
number of American cruisers rather 
than by reducing B ritain ’s 
present 
cruiser strength. 
Jap an desires a larger auxiliary 
ratio for herself than three in the 
5-5-3 capital ship ratio of the W ash ­ 
ington treaty, which president ..Coo- 
lidge has suggested as also a pro­ 
per ratio for auxiliary craft. 
Britain further hesitates to limit 
her cruiser and other anti-submar­ 
ine strength while France refuses 
to limit submarines.

viding tonnage revision to meet pos­ 
sible French increases.

receipts. 
The expenditure of this money in­ 
cluded $502.03 as legitimate expens­ 
es, #8 0.94 for transportation of the 
teams, $200 as the share 
for 
the 
Rushville school for being the cen­ 
ter school, $40.43 to the I. II. S. A. 
A., which represented 5 percent of 
a balance. 
In addition #441.12 was distribut­

When chicks become two weeks of 
age they are active all the day. At 
this stage of life the feeding

in 
feeding c h i c k s . The good feeder siz­ 


es up iiis feeding problem, not

by sensing the condition 
of

flock. T,o grow well, a bird m ust eat 
heartily and plentifully, but an over­ 
dose is harmful. Tire point
